Scenes Along the Railway from Mexico to 
Vera Cruz. 
Bishop Hargrove’s Letter. 

The railway from Mexico to Vera Cruz, 265 
miles, was built by an English company at a 
cost of $40,000,000. It was opened January 1. 
1873, thirty-six years having been consumed 
in its construction, during which time Mexico 
had forty presidents and one emperor. The 
descent of 8,000 feet from the great plateau 
to the Sea-rhore is a feat of engineering skill 
scarcely surpassed in the world. The traveler 
who ence passes over this part of the line can 
rever forget it. Toassist you to accompany 
me in this descent let me remind you that 8,000 
fect is Over one mile and a half of vertical dis- 
tance. Within twenty-five miles there is an 
average descent of one foot in each thirty 
three. By tunnels, fourteen in number, loop s 
and numerous bridges, the result is accomplish- 
ed. Starting downward we enter a gorge that 
gradvally opens and broadens, taking one 
cide of which we move rapidly in graceful 
curves this way and that, until you are utter- 
ly bewildered as to the points of the compass. 
New we have come toa breakin the moun- 
tain, ad the eye sweeps "the horizon far to the 
right.. A glance downward reveals deep gor- 
ges, a@d frowning precipices, and valleys 
emiling in verdure and flowers. On the 
mcuntgin sides the forest trees bear curious 
and rieh orchids, and in the clefts of the rocks 
ere m@Bses and jterns. Thereis a marvelous 
con pe of the awful, the beautiful, the 
wild andthe delicate. At one moment we 
plunge into a tunnel, and emerge to find the 
mouutains transformed and the whole scene 
changed. Then we skirt the edge of a preci- 
pice, and in the distance mountains from below 
point their peaks upward towards us. Gliding 
around @ curve Orizaba bursts on the vie w, its 
homy head glistening in cternal snew, and 
mcunting up ten thousand feet still above us. 
Now we seem to be sailing through the air 
and look dowmon the tups of the houses and 
into the streets of Ma!trata, a flourishing town 
half a mile below us. Yonder are railroads, and 
a train from the opposite direction entering 
the town, and you are startled to know that it 
is only in advauce of us, and on the very track 
we are to pursue. Here aniron bridge spansa 
chasm, and as we glide along it is fearfully 
slender tothe eye, trying to measure the 
depths below. In the valley surrounding the 
towns are fields of corn and tropical fruits, re- 
minding one of the squares of a chess-board. 
From the mountain side burst a stream which 
fills an artificial reservoir, and then goes leap- 
ing and dashing down the mountain side into 
the valley, and off byjgraceful meanderings into 
the distance. From the fact that there is said 
never to have been a serions accident on the 
road, there was a general sense of security, and 
yet the passengers were on their feet most of 
the way. The rapid transition from{one scene 
new and wonderful to another awakened every 
faculty and thrilled every nerve, so that one 
feltas if he had lived almost an age in an 
hour. 

Once down the mountain, on every side is 
most exuberant vegetation. Vines in rich 
festoons, bananas, oranges, coffee and tropical 
fruits even the names of which we had never 
heard before. 

In Cordova we spent the night, and.«at the 
supper table we encountered Dr. Ferguson, a 
resident of the town since the close of the civil 
war in the United States, and before that of 
Stevenson, Ala. He was very kind, and en- 
gaged to show usthe next morning whatever 
would prove of most interest in the place and 
its surroundings. Here we found a fruit-deal- 
er loadinga car for Kansas City. He informed 
us that’he was paying for oranges, delicious in 
quality, twenty-five cents per gross, a fraction 
over two cents per dozen. 

After breakfast, at six o’clock next morning 
we were taken to the end of a street where 
the peak of Orizaba, glistening in the sun- 
light was in full view. There we stood undera 
tropical sun, farther south than Cuba, amid 
palms, and oranges, and coffee-trees, and all 
the exuberant vegetation of the torrid zone, and 
yet were gazing on 2 mountain clad in perpet- 
ual snow, apparently a few miles off. Our 
guide showed us the chinchora-tree, which 
yields quinine, the myrtus princuta, or spice 
tree the india-rubber tree, and many others I 
recognized as old friends I had seen in con- 
servatories and hot-houses in the United States. 
After inspecting the town, wandering through 
the parks, and loading ourselves with pine- 
apples; and banenas, and oranges fresh from 
thestem, wfereturn to the city of Orizaba, 
where we spend theSabbath> This city claims 
a population of 25000, and nestles just in the 
spurs Of the mountains, 4,027 feet above the 
sea—a romantic situation. and a compromise 
climate, never cold, witha mountain stream 
dashing through themidst. In the particulars 
mentioned,{it wouldbe ditticult to imagine a 
mote delightful home.

A Glance Over the Literary Field—The Mag- 
azines— News and Notes. 

Dr, Johnson, in-his Life of Waller, has some 
remarks on religious poetry which are occa- 
sionally quoted by critics who assume that re- 
ligious verse, in the very nature of things, can 
not be verse of the highest order. Theée crit- 
ies are of theopinion that Johnson condemns 
religious poetry as unsuitable {gr the loftiest 
fights of the muse, and that success has rarely 
been attained in devotional verse. He says: 
. * %. “Of sentiments purely religions it 
will be found that the most simple expression 
isthe most sublime. Poetry loses its luster 
and its power because it is applied to the deco- 
ration of something more excellent than itself. 
All that pious verse can do is to help the mem- 
ory and delight the ear; and for these purposes 


it may be very useful, but it supplies nothing | 


tothe mind. The ideas of Christian theology 
are too simple for eloquence, too sacred for fic- 
tion, and too majestic for ornament; to recom- 
mend them by tropes and figures is to magnify 
by a concave mirror the sidereal hemisphere.” 

The tests of truth and experience prove the 
learned doctor’s diction faulty. Scriptural 
and devotional themes are as well suited for 
the highest flights of poetical genius as any 
other theme worthy of the contemplation and 
elaboration of the sons and daughters of Song.l 
Tt is necessary only to point to the immortal 
works of Milton, Young and Cowper, of Pope’s 
* Messiah,” and to hundreds of others, in ah 
countries, who have embellished the literaturg 
of the world with sacred and devotional poesy, 
to prove this class of writing to be the peer of 
any, expressing the highest art and the noblest 
genius. Dr. Johnson, in his criticisms on 
Waller and Watts, does not directly say that 
religious subjects are incapable of poetic treat- 
ment, but writers, on his authority, have said 
so, purposely or ignorantly misunderstanding 
his true meaning, which appears to be that the 
style of devotional poetry must be sugted to 
the theme, whether that be a subject of piety 
or a motive to piety—a statement with which 
all must agree. 

It is true that a great deal of so-called reli- 
gious poctry is simply trash; but so is a vast 
amount of stuff written on secular themes and 
sadly miscalled “poetry.” But many of our 
hymn writers are true poets and their verse 
genuine poetry. Their abilities as Milton sub- 
limely says, “are the inspired gifts of God,rare- 
ly bestowed; and are of power to imbreed and 
cherish in a great people the seeds of virtue 
and public civility; to allay the perturbations 
of the mind, and set the affections’ in right 
tune; tocelebrate in glorious and lofty hymns 
the throne and equipage of God’s almightiness, 
and what he works, and what he suffers to be 
wrought with high providence in the church; 
to sing victorious agonies of martyrs and saints, 
the deeds and triumphs of pious nations doing 
valiantly through faith against the enemies of 
Christ.” 

This brings us to the special object of this 
brief review, namely, to call the attention of 
all lovers of religious poetry of the highest 
order to Mrs. Margaret J. Preston’s little vol- 
ume of “Poems of Faith and Comfort,” just 
published by Anson D. F. Randolph & Co., New 
York, under the title of “For Love’s Sake.” 
The collection and publication of these poem:;, 
I learn from a private source, is the outcome of 
& suggestion made some years ago to the author 
by our laureat2, Paul H. Hayne, who urged 
upon Mrs. Preston the propriety of their pub- 
lication in pamphiet form. Mrs. Preston 
has published them “for the good they 
may. do,” and who can estinate that to 
its full extent? Such poetry as this is 
immortal; its power for good is not limited by 
time or circumstances. It may affect and 
cliauge the course of a soul—hence eternity 
only ean be the limit. Mrs. Preston’s little 
book isa treasury of pure and, noble poesy. 
“In thoughts that breathe and words that 
burn” she gives melodious expression to the 
loftiest sentiments-and aspirations of the soul. 
She never paints a cloud through which the 
eye of faith cannot see the eternal shining of 
the stars; on every cross isthe crown, thelight 
that never was on sea or land illumines her 
pages; in the garden of her _  poesy 
bloom the perennial flowers of love, hope 
and faith, the laurel and the palm crown the 
leftiest heights of her conceptions. The south 
may well feel proud of the noble singer. No 
sweeter, purer voice than hers is to be heard in 
the choirfof our native songsters. Nay, she 
leads the rest, in many particulars, and in de- 
votional verse has no egnal save Frances Rid- 
ley Havergal, of LEngland. Beside the pure, 
earnest, simple, limpid, soulful verse of Mrs. 
Preston, the devotional poetry of Mrs. Hemans,

wer. The lack of @ nayy just at this 
juncture, when congress has con- 
cluded to meet Canadian and British aggres- 
sions by a firm policy, isa great deal more im- 
portant than it was in 1861. Weneed not 
only a competent navy, but we need fortifica- 
tions on the coast. No nation, however grand 
it may conceive itself to be, can stand up to its 
rights and privileges and have perpetual peace. 
There is no doubt that our naval policy should 
be somewhat in the: direction of Bismarck’s 
ideas. Weare able to have a good navy, and 
this would insure perpetual peace. The fiction 
of Scribner is its most attractive feature. In

How the Shots Camein-A Story About the Beurl- 
deca P:geons-—A Good Tate About Mr. Billie 
Roche FirirgonaFaneral-A Man With 
a History -Other Interesting Stories. 


“No,” said Dr. J. M. Boring yesterday, as he 
stood on the veranda of his residence on For- 
syth street, “I did not havea bomb proof dug 
daring the siege of Atlanta.

The negroes said they did. ‘Well, git!’ said I, 
and they ect, and that is why I did not have a 
bomb proof dug.” 

To provide against danger, Dr. Boring had 
eross ties placed in the basement rooms of his 
house £0 as to keep out the shells. 

The doctor continued: 

“The first shell that I heard came overheard 
Itbixk on the 20th of July, 1864. Possibly it 
gasa day or two later. My wife andi were 
standing on the porch and we heard something 
go ‘She-weesh-sh-sh,’ and my wife asked: 
‘Well, well, what was that?’ I told her it was 
ashell. Where it came from and where it 
went to I cannot tell.” 

Tie doctor looked npon the busy bit p»acr- 
fal streets, listened to the rattle of drays, and 
resumed: 

“I was here during the twenty-eight days 
and nights cf the siege and it seemel to me 
Sherman had a particalar spite at my neighboi- 
hood. My house was struck half a dozen times 
gnd the children picked up nearly a 
dray Joad of shells and solid shot in my yard. 
Que day 2 shell burst in my yard, and set fire 
to my little girl’s dress. Right up there at the 
corer the Franklin printing hause 
stands was a framed bailding which was liter- 
sliy shelied to pieces. I suppose it was hita 
bondred times. The railroad bank where No. 
Jengine house stands, was a target also, and I 
suppose more,thavja hundred missi'es are buried 
under the buildings which stand 
in tbat ueighborhood. Just back of 
TuE CONSTITUTION building the street 
was lower than the sidewalk, and 
oneday Isawa cannon ball strike the red 
clay bank and disappear, leaving behind a 
round hole. I went up and measured the 
depth of the hole. The bali had gone nine 
feet into the bank.” 

“J saw a peculiar sight one night,” continued 
the doctor. “A red hot shot had fired a build- 
ing at the corner of Marietta and Broad 
streets, near Snook’s furniture store. There 
were Many pigeonsin the city. Aroused by 
the firing of cannon and bursting of shells, 
and bewildered by the conflagration, they 
would circle around overhead and then dart like 
an arrow into the flames. Whenever a 
hot shot would firea building all Sherman’s 
cannon would be directed toward the flames 
and shells and shot would rain about the fire. 
Yes, sir, we hada fourth of July celebration 
that lasted gmonth. When you'd see a shell 
coming at night it would look for all the world 
like a big lightning bug or a rocket.”

STARTING THE BOOM. 


Mr. H. Herzberg, for many years a promin-~ 


ent and successful citizen, and president of the 
Gadsden Minerel Land company, is the origi- 
nator of the present new era of prosperity that 
has dawned upon Gadsden.

With the Guntersville road 
built, an outlet will be given all down stream 
into the Mississippi river,whereby the products 
may be sent at low rates into the west and 
northwest. 

Colonel R. B. Kyle, a great leader here in all 
enterprises, and a man of sterling qualities and 
foresight, said to me:

“I think the city has a remarkably bright 
future, from the fact that they have coal, iron, 
limestone to flux the ores, and everything 
needed at the furnaces for making iron all in 
the city.

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, in charge of the bill, 
briefly explained its provisions, stating that no 
new legislation was proposed and that the 
estimates of the department had been in the 
main followed.

Mr. O'Farrall, of Virginia, took advantage 
of the general debate to deliver a speech in 
avor of the Blair educational bill, resting its 
constitutionality upon the general welfare 
clause.

The Rumor That Secretary Manning is About 
to Resign, 

WASHINGTON, January 29.—Secretary Man- 
ning’s attention was today called to published 
statements that he expects shortiy to resign 
from the treasury to become the head of a 
new bank in New York, and an explanation 
was invited from him upon the subject, be- 
cause of its great public intergst. The secre- 
tary replied that he had not Hen offered the 
presidency of any such bank; that according 
to his experience it is customary to organize 
a bank and elect a board of directors 
before selecting the other officers, 
and far he knew, this had 
not yet been done. Mr. Manning's remarks 
indicated that he did not wish to appear as ex- 
pressing in‘edvance an opinion upon a contin- 
geucy Which had not arisen. The fact that 
several of Mr. Manning’s friends are among the 
ergunizers of the proposed new bank, and that 
a large number of heavy subscriptions for stock 
have been mude contingent on Mr. Manning 
becoming president of it, gives color to the ru- 
mors that he is to resign his place in the cabi- 
net-in order to become manager of the enter- 
prise. 
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MR. AIKEN’S CONDITION. 


The Congressman from Soyth Carolina not 
Expected to Recover. 

WASHINGTON, January 209,—A letter receiv- 
ed from the home of Representative Aiken, of 
South Carolina, reports his condition as most 
discouraging. In December, 1581, he fell and 
injured himself, bruising some of the small 
nerves of his back. The injury was aggravat- 
ed by a similar accident, which befell him in 
this city, February 22d, 1885. He took to his 
bed in March, and has heen confined 
there ever since, his nerves having become in- 
flamed and enlarged, causing intense suffering. 
He was treated for some time for sciatica, but 
got little relief. His doctors, in a consulta- 
tion recently held, decided that he is also suf- 
fering from malignantthumor. But little hope 
is entertained of his repovery.

NEXT SPRING.

The Impfriel Government; Gives the Canadians 
Promite That the Fishery Laws Will be More 
Etrictly Enforced Than Eve r—Interview 
With a Canadian Cabinet Minister. 


ee et ee et 

OTTAWA, Ont., January 29.—It is officially 
stated that the governmert, in response to an 
appeal to the mother country, has just re- 
ceived assurances from the imperial authorities 
that men-of-wer will be dispatched to the 
maritime provinces in the spring for the pur- 
pose of co-operating with Canadian cruisers in 
the inforcement of the fishery protective ser- 
vice. The promise of the English government 
creates great satisfaction in official circles, and 
indicates that American vessels will be more 
rigidly excluded from our waters during the 
next season than in the past. A cabinet minis- 
ter, speaking on the subject, expressed himself 
as follows: 

“T havecome to the conclusion that the 
American legislators, having gone so far, will 
never yield their consent-to the appointment 
of a commission. Gloucester fishermen will 
not venture into our waters again in force, 
and next April will witness the first fstartling 
falling off in their trade. Two years hence, 
the splendid yankee fishing fleet will be a 
thing of the past. Let them resort to retalia- 
tion if they will, and the result will be that 
that game will not work both ways.

CONFLICTING TESTIMONY 


Closing the Evidence in the Trial of Boodler 
O'Neill, 

New York, January 29.—In the trial of 
boedle Alderman O’Neill. today a woman

| THE ‘LOMGSHOREMEN’S STRIKE. 
Steamers Delayed on Actount of It—The 


Fort Monrog, Va., January 29.—A large 
party of colored men armed with stick;, and 
stones raided the pier at Newport News at 1 
o'clock this morning and drove off the men 
loading an old Dominion steamer. 

NEw York, January 29.—Thé extension of 
the strike to raijroad freight diers on the 
piers of several roads having dock facilities in 
the city water front has brought the number 
of men Low out upto nearly 30,000. 

The probability is that before the day is 
over other railroad employes will cease work. 
The men on the New York City and Northern 
railroad pier, East river claim to have griev- 
ances against the company on account of low 
rates of wages, and also irregularities of pay 
days, the'men claiming-that in some instances 
pay Was More than a month overdue, though this 
is denied by the company. Men, through sym- 
pathy with coal shovelers and the steamships 
longshortmen, went out yesterday. They were 
sent for by Mr. Allen. superintendent, but re- 
fused to treat with him individually. The 
railroad men on Hartford dock, East river, 
were next to go out, and itis rumored today 
that the men onthe Pennsylvania and other 
railroad docks will go out. : 

The greatest difficulty in moving freight is 
on the docks along North river, where most of 
the ocean steamers are berthed. Ail outgoing 
vessels have been delayed for want of coal, and 
it was éaid at the headauarters of the strikers 
that several vessels had proceeded to sea with 
an insufficient supply of coal, and also with 
incemplete-cargoes. Long lines of trucks were 
stonding along the front of the piers on West 
street this morning, and the drivers helped to 
unload them on the dock. There is no diffical- 
ty in getting men to load freight, bat as the 
men are too green to work in most instances, 
they are necessarily slow. 

The steamer LaBourgogne, of the 
French line, started this morning, but 
It was stated that her cargo was not complete. 
The Erin, cf the National line, which should 
have sailed on Thursday, could not get away 
today, and an effort will be made to have her 
ready for sea at high water Sunday. ‘The Hel- 
vetia, of the same line, still lies alongside 
the deck with her cargo aboard and untouched. 
The stevedore did not allow the company the 
use of hisgear, and there are no sailors to rig 
up new tackle. 

The Morgan line steamer El Paso was being 
unloaded by Italians, who were engaged on the 
previous day. This boat will sail on time. 
The superintendent says the New York, of the 
same line, came up yesterday, but her hatches 
had not. at 10 o'clock, been 
opened, On the Old Dominion dock, 
there were over one hundred™men at work to- 
day and many men who applied for work were 
turned away. The Anchor line reported 450 
men at work—all they wanted. The French 
line reported work somewhat behindhand, but 
nothing worso thana day’s delay had been 
suffered.

“river, struck today in sympathy. Delegation 
of Brooklyn strikers visited every saloon from

NEw York, January 29.—James I. Quinn, of

THE MONTICELLO FIRE 
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A BLOCK OF WOODEN BUILDINGS 
DESTROYED. 


A Serious Blow to the Town-No Insurance on the 
Buiidings—Heroie Work of Citizens to Saves 
Property—Séveral Ovrereome by Heat— 
Origin of the Disaster—Damaczes. 


MoNTICELLO,Ga., January 29.—[Special.]— 
Thursday afternoon at 5 o’clock, the alarm of 
fire startled our community. Smoke was seen 
issuing from abarn in the rear of the old 
woeden store owned by KeMey Brothers and 
occupied by Benton Brothers. This building 
was near the center of a block of wooden build- 
ings in the south west corner of the public 
square. The buildings were old and the flames 
spread rapidly, and rendered it impossible to 
save much of the stock owned by the mer- 
chants. A great portion of that removed was 
burned in the street. That saved, amounts to 
very little, and itisina badly damaged con- 
dition. The loss is a severe one to our little 
town, there being no insurance, whatever. 
The amount will aggregate twelve or thirteen 
thousand dollars.

Benton & Bro., who had just moved into the 
store recentiv vacated by Kelly Bros., lost 
about 33,000 0n stock. Thestore owned by 
them and from which they had so recently 
moved, was the only one in the block saved. 
It was damaged $300. 

Dr. Broadner lost about $100 by the burning 
of a blacksmith shop. 

The old frame store of \. B. White and the 
new and handsome brick store of Kelly Bros. 
were saved with much difficulty. 

Every one, white and black, worked with a 
will to save the buildings and stocks of goods, 
and but fer the almost superhuman efforts of 
a few brave men the disaster would haue been 
much greater. 

Some consternation was caused _when 
it was discovered that several cans of 
powder were piled in the street near the burn- 
ing goods. Professor Dumas, principal of our 
high school, displayed great courage_in pick- 
ing up two of the cansand throwing Sem to 
a safe distance. The cans were so he} od that 
his bands were burned in handling them. 
Several parties were prostrated by heat and 
over-exertion. Noone was seriously hurt. 

From all that can be learned the fire was of 
incendiary origin. A gentleman who was 
among the first toreach the storage room in 
which the fire was discovered, found the door 
locked. Upon forcing the door the flames were 
discovered in a/large basket of trash which 
was neara small opening in the wall. So far 
suspicion: points tono one. Some doubt the 
theory of incendiarism and attribute the fire to 
spontaneous combustion or to some other un- 
known cause. 

It is hoped our merchants will in fature 
erect their stores of brick and thus avert such 
terrible conflagrationis. 


STEAMSHIP PIERS DESTROYED. 


Fire in New York--Steamers Towed 
Out in the Stream, 

New York, January 2%.—Fire broke out 
this afternoon on piers & and %, North river. 
Pier 9 is occupied by the Cromwell line of New 
Orleans steamers. One of these steamers 
caught fire and was towed out into the stream. 
Pier 8 is occupied by the New Jersey Southern 
railroad. The fire broke out this afternoon on 
pier 9 and in less than an hour the whole 
structure and its contents were destroyed. 
W hen the engines, summoned by three alarms 
of fire, got to the scene the whole pier was 
one mass of flames. The fire was first seen in 
a stack of cotton bales in the center of the 
dock, and the rapidity with which the flames 
spread barely gave the dock hands 
time to escape. Alongside the pier 
lay the Louisiana, which was. just ready to 
sail, and on her debk were passengers waiving 
adieus to their friends on shore.. On the other 
side of the dock was the steamer New Orleans. 
3oth vessels were towed out to mid stream. 
The passengers on the Louisiana were taken 
off by police officers on the dock, who were 
protecting non-union workmen. The vessel’s 
upper joiner works were in flames while the 
passengers were Leing passed down the side. 
The Louisiana was tewedoutinto the stream 
andthe flames extinguished. She will be 
ready to sail aS soon as repairs 
are completed. There were 2,250 bales of cot- 
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other freight ready fer shipment. Many bales 
of cotton and barrels of sugar, etc., were rolled 
off dock before the fire was able te reach them. 
In a short time it was seen that the pier could 
not be saved, and a portion ofthe fire depart- 
ment lent their efforts to save the adjoining 
piers. Long Branch pier, No. &, caught fire 
several tiames,owing to the flames being carried 
that way. 

By wind, pier 10, on the north side, escaped 
with scorching to its paint, and so did the 
houses on West strect,opposite the dock. About 
twenty streams of water were playing on the

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SAVANNAH'S HEALTH: ° 


AN EXAMINATION OF. THEBOARD'S 
REPORT? 


Explanation of the Great Mortality Among the Ne- 
groes- Young Men Indicted for Gambliag in a 
Cli House—A Negro Boy Acquitted of 
Murder- Other Forest City News, 


SAVANNAH, Ga., January 29.—[Special.]|— 
Among the annual reports of the several city 
departments, which will shortly be published, 
pone will be found more valuable or interest- 
ing than that of Dr. J.T. MacFarland, the 
health officer, and a more efficient and zealous 
official Savannah has never had. Meeting Dr. 
MacFarland a few evenings since, con- 
versation drifted into a discussion of the 
heavy mortality among the negroes during the 
past year, and the determined persistency of 
the northern press and a few medical- journals 
to regard the death rate per week as an evi- 
dence of unhealthiness of the city, these pa- 
pers failing to state that three-fourths of this 
death rate represents the colored population, 
and giving an impression to their readers that 
is entirely erroneous. Through the courtesy 
of Dr. MacFarland I was allowed the priv- 
Herve of scanning the manuscript 
of his report which is now ready for the printer, 
and gleaned therefrom some interesting inform- 
ation. He bas taken great painsin the prepar- 
ation of this report, which is claborate and com- 
prehensive. In tabulated form he gives the 
mumber of deaths of whites and blacks in each 
month from 1850 to the present time, with an 
enumeration of the diseases, ages and 
BeKES. From this report it appears 
that from 1850 to 1865, when 
the colored population entered fally upon 
their career as freedmen that the death rate of 
fhe whites in Savannah was considerably 
greater than that of the negroes; that athe 
latter suffered to no extent from yellow fever 
during the epidemic of yellow fever in 1554, 
and the percentage of deaths among that class 
of our population was comparatively very 
small. With freedom to the negro camea 
great change, and with personal liberty they 
secured the great privilege of contract- 
ivg numerous diseases, from which 
they bad enjoyed almost per- 
fect immunity. The record shows that in 
#65 the mortality among the negroes began to 
increase; before the close of the year it had 
largely exceeded that of the whites, and the 
ratio has continued to grow, until now the 
death rate is nearly treble that of the whites. 
These are facts which are calculated to startle 
some of our worthy northern friends. who pra- 
ted so much over “the institution” and its ter- 
rible effects> upon the poor untutored 
‘lacks. I have no arguments in 
favor of the “institution,” and 
would not again see it established, but it is 
worthy of reflection that the death rate among 
the negroes, since their emancipation, is very 
greatly in excess of that previous to their man- 
umission. Dr. McFarland has presented these 
details in astyle which will at once attract at- 
tention, and suggesta train of thought as to 
the future of this race, which will always be 
with us. 

\ PECULIAR CASE, 

One of the most peculiar cases of rezord dur- 
ing the past several years has this week been 
under consideration of the superintendent. 
Several months since a charter was granted 
the “Progress Social Club,” compose l of young 
men whe,in the language of their charter, 
were assembled together forthe purpose of 
ysoutual improvement, mentally and morally, 
and for the cultivation of literary 
pursuits and pleasures. % & Bias 
is secretary and treasurer of the club, and ob- 
tained comfortable rooms for the club, and it 
was duly started into operation under the pro- 
visions of its charter. A fe v days since, upon 
information giveu, the grand jury found a true 
bill against Blun for keeping and maintaining 
a gambling house, and he was brougat before 
the superior court on Wednesday for 
trial. The case excited considerable 
interest by reason of its novelty, and all the 
sperting men inthe city were present. The 
testimony for the state showed that young 
‘men were in the habit of congregating at the 
¢jub reoms nightly and playing “stud poker” 
with chips rated at two and a half cents each, 
and that the proceeds of the game were devo- 
ted to purchasing of legitimate supplies in the 
May cf stationery, lights, ete, and the pay- 
ment of rent. Blun  testitied that he 
had xo interest pecuniarily in the club, and 
was only a member. He was defended by W. 
G. Chariton and S&S. L. Lazaron ably, but the 
jnyy.aftera brief absence, brought in a-ver- 
dict of guilty, and on Mondar he will be sen- 
tenced. It is estimated thatas soon as this 
“club house’ affair is settled it is 
not unlikely that similar action — will 
be taken against other social clubs with- 
in whose sacred portals rumor has it. that 
these little games have been played, followed 
with the interchange of the “coin ofthe 
zeal.’ Whether these places will be proceed- 
€a x cainst, time will develop, but as the ‘‘Pro- 
grees sucial club’ has been estopped, and its 
secictary and treasurer has been indicted, tried 
and convicted, it is possible that such move- 
ments may be made.

STRIKING FOR THEIR STOOLS.

It will be seen that the French minister of 
war writes to the American minister wel- 
coming the Gate City Guard to the French 
republic, and asking that the ministry be 
notified in advance of the exact date at 
which{the Guard will arrive. This, of course, 
means an oflicial reeeption for the Guard. 
The Belgian minister in his letter is even 
moreexplicit. He says that the Priace de 
Chinay in a letter to him informs him that 
‘the best of welcomes will be reserved for 
them.’’ There is no doubt that the tour of the 
Guard through Europe will assume iater- 
national importance. It is likely that the

pean power that will refuse the Guard the | 


right to bear arms through their territory. 

This trip of the Guard will be of immense 
benefit to Atlanta. It will make its name 
and its enterprise familiar throughout almost 
every leading city iri Europe. It will draw 
the attention of Europeans towards this sec- 
tion, and do more to dispel the idea enter- 
tained across the water of the unhealthiness, 
squalor, and the uncivilized condition of the 
south, than almost anything that could be 
‘imagined.

Against Brain Forcing. 

Dr. William A. Hammond is a versatile 
man. He can do other things besides prac- 
tice medicine and write novels. 

The other night the doctor lectured before 
the Nineteenth Century club in New York 
on ‘‘Brain forcing in the education of chil- 
dren.’’ Some of bis remarks will bear re- 
production here. 

He mentioned the case of a child who was 
brought to him jumping and jerking with 
St. Vitus’ dance. He looked into her school 
satchel and found there a geography, an 
arithmetic, a ‘‘History of the United States,’’ 
a ‘‘Primary astronomy,’’ a ‘‘Temperance 
physics,’’ and no end of other text books. 
His only wonder was that the child did not 
have brain fever instead of St. Vitus’ dance. 

The doctor protested against compelling 
children to use their brain cRpital instead of 
their brain income. Teachers forget that 
children become mentally fatigued from 
slight causes. An hour of intense mental 
exertion will weary an adult more than an 
equal period of physical labor. Naturally, 
it is still harder on a youngster. It is wrong 
to fgive a child a multiplicity of studies. 
Grammar should be banished from alljschools 
except the senior year in a university course. 
Studying grammar will not teach a child 
how to speak good English, and the only 
reason that it does adults no harm is that 
no one really understands it. It will not do 
to strain a child’s memory. It is culture 
gained at the expense of the other (faculties. 
Memory should not be made to pass for 
knowledge. It is parrot-like, nothing more. 
lor the first ten or twelve years,j] a child 
should do nothing more than look about him 
and absorb knowledge through his percep- 
tive faculties. He may then take to his 
books, and he will in one year learn more 
than a boy who learned his alphabet at 
three. The men and women who have made 
the most of themselves, are those who began 
to study after they became adults. 

So much for Dr. Hammond. It must not 
be supposed that he was allowed to go un- 
answered, Several eminent teachers replied 
to him, and without exception they all took 
the position that in our public schools there 
is no overstudy, but on the contrary, our 
children do not study enough. 

The physician will doubtless receive a 
strong indorsement. Most people will be 
inclined to believe that he is more than half 
right. 
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Report of the Board of Health, 


We have received a copy of the eighth 
annual report of the board of health of At- 
lanta. The report, though very compact, 
covers, as usual, a good deal of ground, and 
deals with matters that are of vital interest 
to the city. Asa general thing, only a few 
-citizens in a community take an intelligent 
interest in the science of sanitation. Uader 
these circumstances, a board of health, or- 
ganized to represent the views of those who 
understand the necessity of sanitation, is 
capable of doing a vast amount of good, and 
for which it is likely to get very little credit. 

THE CONSTITUTION has taken considera- 
ble interest in the work of the Atlanta board, 
and we are inclined to believe that, for 
earnestness and efliciency, it has few equals 
among the boards of sanitation in this 
country. Ithascarried on its work, and 
made itself felt, in spite of the circumstances 
by which it has been hampered. The At- 
Janta board of health has pushed its work 
with an energy that has placed every citizen 
deeply in its debt. 

The report of the board is made to the 
mayor and council, and itis to be hoped 
that these authorities will heed some of the 
suggestions made. With respect to the 
adulteration of food, the board says that the 
practice, when harmless, is generally 
fraudulent, and the city authorities are 
asked to pass a simple ordinace making the 
offense punishable in the police court by 
fine og imprisonment. The board is of the 
opinion that such a law will exert a most 
salutary moral influence, and that an occas- 
ional conviction will result in practical 
good. |The board recommends that the 
ordinance should be made to cover drugs, 
candy and milk. 

The report says that a recent inspection of 
twenty-three slaughter houses in the vicin- 
ity of the city, at the instance ofthe board 
of health, revealed the fact that many of 
these establishments were in a disgustingly 
filthy state. Animals, dead from @juary or 
disease, were handled in close contact with 
meat prepared for market. These decom- 
posed carcasses were boiled in the same 
apartment and very near to dressed meat, 
which was thus exposed to sickening fumes, 
and putrid emanations. It was also found 
that animals unfit to be used as food were 
slaughtered and put on the market. The 
board announces that it has placed these 
establishments under surveillance, 

In regard to the question of providing the 
city with an adequate system of sewers, the 
board of health makes some recommenda- 
tions that might commend themselves to 
the serious attention of the authorities. 
After discussing this question, which is one 
of momentous importance to the fature of 


Atlanta, the board says: 

In most cities a trunk sewer fs started at the 
marzin ofa stream orof a body of water, and is 
extended inland as required, the outfall having 
been provided. Notso with Atlanta. Here, from 
our peculiar situation, the sewer commences at 
the liitle end, and stops when the 
shall Lave teen exhausted or the interest of 
enterprising citizen shall haye been : 
The consequence is, that of the seventeen miles of 
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sewers, having*eventeen outfalls, not one conveys | 
its accumulated filth beyond the confines of the 
city, but sewage of all kinds, gathered together by 
these so-called sewers, is dumped out within our 
Corporate limits, at varying distances from the 
center of the city. ranging from six hundred yards 
to one mile and a half, only one—the Loyd street 
fewer—having its outfall at this distance from the 
union passenger depot. 

Shall this kind of work go on? When we have 
twenty-five miles of sewers are we to have also 
twenty-five outfalls within the city? It isa clear 
case, as it now stands, of borrowing from Peter to 
pay Paul, with the ultimate result of robbing both. 

In attempting to provide a system of sewers, the 
same business and common sense principles should 
obtain that guide people in censtructing public 
and private buildings. What is required? What 
can be procured with the means now controlled or 
that may be commanded in the future? After de- 
ciding these preliminary questions, aided by com- 
petent advisers, carefully prepared plans, details 
and specifications should be adopted, verified, if 
need be, by skilled experts, so that mistakes and 
e1rors may be avoided, and the execution of the 
adopted system, by slow stages, if desired, may not 
be interrupted by inevitable and frequently recur- 
ring changes in our municipal government. 

This defective system to which the board 
alludes may havea very serious meaning 


for Atlanta if is not remedied.

THE PRESIDENT IN BALTIMORE. 


A Story of the President’s Adventures at 
the Charity Ball. 
Washington Correspondence Baltimore American. 

Quite a little story is told of the adventures 
of the president at the Baltimore ball last night. 
Ife and Mrs. Cleveland were to be the guests of 
Mr. and Mre. John Gill, who are recognized as the 
leaders of aristocratic society in BEaltimore, and 
have many millions. At the Academy of Music, 
where the ball was held, are only four boxes, two 
of which are on a level with the stage and the 
others with the gallery. These boxes were sold at 
auction, Robert Garrett, of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, purchasing one and Pat Harris the other. 
Mr. Gill, it was understood by the cack. x of the 
« flair, was to have the lower box, and to take care 
of the president’s party, or at least the more im- 
poltant members of it, white Mr. Garrett was to 
take the rest. Tothesurprise of every one, how- 
ever, Pat Harris, who was formerly an attache of a 
circusjand now owns a’dime museum,came in atthe 
sale and bid against Mr. Gill for the other box. 
Garrett got his box for $250, but Pat Harris run the 
bidding on the other side up to $1,100. Gill fol- 
lowed him up to $1,000, but fell out there, and it 
was knocked off to the museum man.

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? WOMAN’S SUFFRAGE, 


The Speech of Senator Vest 
Bill. 


In the discuss on in the senate on the consti- 
tutional amendment allowing woman the right to 
vote, which bill was overwhelmingly defeated, 
Senator Vest spoke, in part, as follows: 

‘“T pity the man who can consider any question 
affecting the influence of woman with the cold, 
dry logic of business, What man can without 
aversion turn from the blessed memory of that 
dear old grandmother, or the gentle words and 
caressing hand of that blessed mother gone to the 
unknown world, to face in its stead the idea of a 
female justice of the peace or township constable? 
For my part I want when I go to my home—when 
I turn from the arena where man contends with 
man for what we call the prizes of this paltry world 
—I want to go back, not to be received in the mas- 
culine embrace ofscme female ward politician, but 
tothe earnest, loving look and touch of a true 
woman, I want to go back to the juris- 
diction of the wife, the mother, 
and instead of alecture upon finauce or the tariff, 
or upon the construction of the constitution, I 
want those blessed, loving details of domestic life 
and of domestic love. I have said I :would not 
speak of the inconveniences to arise from & WO- 
man suffrage. I care not whether the mother is 
called upon to decide as a juryman or jurywoman, 
rights of property or rights of life while her baby 
is ‘mewling and puking’ in solitary confinement at 
home. There are other considerations more im- 
portant. and one of them, to my mind, is insupera- 
ble. I speak now respecting woman as asex. I 
believe that they are better than men, but I donot 
believe they are adapted to the political work of 
this world. I do not believe that the Great Intel- 
ligence ever intended them to invade the sphere of 
work given to men, tearing down and destroying 
all the best influences for which God has intended 
them. 


‘*The great evil in this country today is in emo- 
tional suffrage. The great danger today is in ex- 
citable suffrage. If the voters of this country 
could think always coolly, and if they could delib- 
erate, and if they could go by judgment and not by 
passion, our institutions would survive forever, 
eternal as the foundations of the continent itself; 
but massed together, subject to theexcitements of 
mobs and these terrible political contests that come 
upon us year by year under the autonomy of the 
government, what would be the result if suffrage 
were given tothe women of the United States? 
Women are essentially emotional. It is no dispar- 
agement to them that they areso. It is no more 
insulting to say that women are emotional than to 
say that they are delicately constructed physically 
and unpfitted to become toldiers or workmen, 
under the sterner, harder pursuits of life, What 
we want in this country is to avoid emotional suf- 
frage, and what we need isto put more logic into 
the public affairs and less feeling. There are 
spheres in which feeling should be paramount. 
There are kingdomsin which the heart should 
reign supreme. That kingdom belongs to woman 
—the realm of sentiment, the reaim of love, 
the realm of the gentler and the ho 
lierand the kindlier attributes that makes the 
name of wife, mother and sister next to that of 
God himself. I would not, and I say it deliberate- 
ly, degrade woman by giving her the right of suf- 
frage. I mean the wordin its full signification, 
because I believe that woman as she is today, the 
queen of home and of hearts, is above the political 
collisions of this world, and should always be kept 
above them.”

TIE CITY OF SELMA 

Having thus outlined, as well as may be, the 
origin and cause of the present unparalleled activ- 
ity in business, a few words about the eity itself 
may notbe ont of place. The city is built upona 
high bluff on the Alabama river, and nestles amid 
native groves of oak and magnolia. 

Its history begins as far back as 1515, whena 
hardy Tennesseean, braving the perils of southern 
wilds, made his way across the mountains and 
through the tangled forests of north Alabama and 
pitehed his tent upon the lofty bluff now erowned 
by the eity.

With the steady growth of the population in the 
fertile regions which environ Selma, it soon at- 
tained the proportions of a magnificent town, and 
by virtue ofits numerous social advantages, at- 
tracted hither many families of influence and 
wealth. Located upon a broad;prairie belt of loam 
aiong the northern boundary of whieh are im- 
mense forests of yellow ping, and skirted on the 
south by the resinous pine regions, which sweep 
unbroken to the gulf, Selma stands unsurpassed 
amid the cities of the south. Opulent in the vari- 
ety and profusion of its resources, it holds out the 
most tempting inducements to men of every craft. 
With the rapid growth of its industries, 
the great diversity of soil lying adjaceut, 
the numerous lines of transportation pointing in 
every direction, the contemplated railways which 
will link it with the richest mineral regions of 
the south, its medicinal waters bursting from its 


fulness, and its social institutions, long establish-

During the last 
thirteen years, which embrace the hardest winters 
ever experienced in this latitude,. the 
surface; of the earth has not been 
sprinkled over three times with snow. 
The warm season begins with April and lasts till 
October. During the season of extreme heat Selma 
is not hotter than New York. There are but few 
highis during the heated season that are not 
breezy andpleasant. While yetthe chill is upon 
the breath of a more northern clime, and while the 
icy grip of winter is still uwnrelaxed, the yards and 
gardens of Selma are bright with biossoms and the 
vernal atmosphere redolent with floral perfume. 

Health has been apily called ‘“‘the vital principle 
of bliss.” It is a boon priceless and unexchange- 
able. It is of more worth than all the treasures of 
the E] Dorado. Of supreme importance, then, is 
the question: What is the healthof Selma? A 
prominent physician gives asthe result of an ob- 
servation extending through thirteen years, that 
there are no local causes for disease. Thereare no 
heighboring marshes or death-breeding lagoons. 
No pestilential vapors lurk in our atmosphere to 
inject poison into the blood and to rob the cheek 
of its bloom. Residents from the north say that 
their health was never better than it has been in this 
climate. Persons have come hither from the sa- 
lubrious mountain air of Virginia, and, without 
exception, they are charmed with the wholesome 
atmosphere of Selma.> No more wnerring index to 
the healthfulness of a community is afforded than 
the rosiness and robustness of the children found 
within it. The bevies of ruddy-cheeked boys and 
‘girls who romp the shady streets of Selma and 
group upon itsgreen commons, filling the air with 
théf? wild, frolicsotve langhtér, - speak volumes in: 
behalf of the heafthfuiness of the’city. 

No city in the south surpasses Selina in its sys- 
tem of drainage afid sewerage. So minute is the 
attention given this matter, that.no stagnant pook 
are suffered to form in arly portion ofthe city to 
pollute its atmoéspliere. The Waring system of 
drainage has beén addépted, and will doubtless 
prevail throughout the city at no distant day. A 
more accurate idéa Of the perfeet drainage of the 
city will be had when it is recorded that a few 
hours after the heaviest rainfall, the streets and 
walks are drained to dryness. Hence pernicious 
sickness is quite rare. Yellow fever has not visited 
the place since 1853, and-under the admirabte sys- 
tem of drainage, never will. While cholera has 
ravaged in Birmingham and Chattanooga, para- 
lyzing business, it has never four lodgement in 
Selma. ea Be 

Selma might aptly be stvled the Artesta of 
America. For nothing is the city more noted than 
for | the jnumber ' and exuberance of its famous 
artesian wells. Bold volumes of the purest water, 
sparkling with the grains of its nredictral virtues, 
burst up from the-deepest earth in every. part .of 
the city. The wholcsome elements which blend 
in these glistening waters invest them with a 
peculiar charm’ to the system. preyed pon by 
wasting disease.

A large number of new industries have 
sprung up within the last few years, and the gen- 
eral business houses have extended their territory 
and increased their capital. 

The facilities of the eity for handling 
the annual receipts of 100,000 bales 
of eotton are exceptionelly good. The largest 
warehouses, the railroad cotton press and the Dal- 
las press are located immediately on the railroad, 
with tracks from all sides, thus gvyoiding all un- 
necessary dYayage and hauling. Conriected with 
these are two of the largest sized compresses, 
with a capacity of 1,600 bales per day.

In this connection it would be proper to speak of 
the wcnderful work which may be accomplished 
with Alabama pine. Recently the citizens have 
erected a maghificent Young Men’s Christian As 
socfation hall, at a cost of $26,000. The building is 
of Alabama brick with facings of Alabama granite: 
But it is inside that the truly wonderful work is to 
be seen. The walls, ceilings. book cases, newel 
posts, and every part of the building is finishei 
with Alabama piue and cedar, It looks as though 
the most artistic painters had been jjem- 
ployed to grain the wood, so natural are the lines 
and curves, and so delicately shaded is the color- 
ing. Let the hand of painter never touched it—it 
is the natural wood, oil-finished. It is a marvel to 
look upon, Every tree out of which the lumber 
was taken was Cut within Sight of the city, and 
every intricacy of handiworkcame from the skill of 
Selma mechanics. 

from woodwork to ironwork is aneasy transi- 
tion. The Union Iron worksis a stock company, 
composed of the old firms of Gregory, Coe & Pol- 
ock and Brooks & Tyler—the former firm having 
been in the business for more than seventeen 
years. The shops of thecompany are located near 
the freight depot of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad, on the banks of the Alabama 
river. They just finished a new foundry of 
Lsietoyered with iron, their old foundry being 
tcosmall for their rapidly increasing business, 
The new foundry is 100x410 feet. A new brick 
office has also just been completed, 
Which is 40x20 feet, and fa new 
machine shop of the same size and materials as 
the foundry, is nowin process of erection. The 
old machine shop, 70x10 feet, will be used fora 
wood working shop. These buildings form three 
sides of a square, into which runs a side track of 
theirown. This firm builds, every year, a large 
number of stationary, portable, and steamboat en 
gines, from 10 to 60 horse power, cotton presses of 
two kinds, and do a large general repair business. 
Tey make all kinds of castings in both iron and 
brass, and are prepared to build ail kinds of ma- 
chinery, from a straw cutter to a furnace blowing 
engine. They employ 40 hands, and use over 1,000 
tons of pig iron per year. 

The Selma ginnery, corn and rice mills is owned 
by S. B, Shivers. 

The ginnery has four Pratt gins, with condensers 
and feeders, and two cotton presses with all the 
modern appliances for handling the cotton qutckly 
and economically. There are over 1,000 bales of 
cotton ginned and packed here every season. The 
corn mill has one large custom mill, and turns out 
over 35,000 bushels of meal every year, which is 
nearly all used in Selma and vicinity, The 
rice mill is a new enterprise, the 
proprietor having just completed allof his arrange- 
ments to handle rice as the season opened last year. 
He has the “new process rice mill,’ with every- 
thing necessary in connection with it, to handle 
and clean rice nicely. There was exhibited differ- 
ent samples of rice, which were as fine as any ever 
geen. The capacity of the mil! is one thousand to 
fifteen hundred poundsa day. The mill has a 
stock on hand sufficient for a four months run, The 
acreage ot rice is increasing around here every 
year, 

A MAN WITH A HISTORY. | 

Ceorge Peacock isa man with a history. When 
the new southern confederacy found itself com- 
pelied to fight for existence, it was found necessary 
not only to have men to fight, but ships, also, and 
men who knew how to make ships. It was then 
that George Peaceck, an English worker in iron, 
was found to be more useful in the shop than in 
the field. Then it became necessary to fit upon 
the Southern Clyde, the best location at which’ to 
manufacture ordnance, and from which to launch 
ships Afterasurvey of the entire south, Selma 
was picked upon as the spot, because here ships of 
the heaviest draught could eome. All around 
were to be found the wood, the iron, the workmen. 
It was here, then, that Mr. Peacock was as- 
signed to duty, and from this place was launched 
the Tennessee and the Alabama, whose deeds soon 
became the talk of the civilized world. These days 
of war and blood are over, but they have left their 
lesson behind them that upon Selma’s waters may 
ride the fleets of the Union, and from the woods 
and minerals within sight may come the materia! 
with which to arm and equip the nation. It was 
on this line that Senator Frye, of Maine—the great 
ship-building state—in a recent speech, said: 

“The only advantage that the Clyde possessesjto- 
day for ship-building is the iron, coal and water 
near at hand. In this country we have nesr us, in 
Alabama, the natural resources, coal, iron and 
water, all thatis necessary for the successful in- 
auguration of iron ship-building. That is all you 
want, except the demand for ships. If there 
should be such a demand, we would have in the 
twinkling of an eye $15,000,000 invested in Alabama 
for ship-building purposes. With its natural ad- 
vanteges, we can build ships in Alabama as good 
and as cheap as the British can on the Clyde.”’ 

Thus it can be seen that as powerful and perfect 
ships can be built at Selma as anywherein the 
world, and of Alabamairon, Alabama wood, and 
out of nails, rods and bolts manufactured at Selma’ 

Mr. Peacock, whose name has drawn out this 
statement, has turned his skill to the implements 
of peace, He now conduct® an iron and 
brats foundry and machine shop. Heisa manu- 
faciurer of patent, self-oiling tram car wheels, car 
irons and mining cars. He is also a manufacurer 
of cotton presses, cang wills, horse powers, corn 
shellers, etc., verandahs, iron railing, fencing and 
all kinds of architectttral iron work, gin and wa- 
ter wheel gearing, boiler fronts, grate bars, and all 
kinds of machinery castings in brass and iron, and 
all kinds of machinery repaired. He does an 
annual business of $20,000, and employs eighteen 
hands. 

In addition to the foregoing, there are a number 
of small industries too numerous to fully describe, 
such as a broom factory, a steam gin, a sternm corn 
mil), one woodyard on the river bank operated by 
steam for hoisting and sawing, one wood and coal 
yard on the Alabama Central railroad operated by 
ste@m.

2 The Western of Alabama, to Mozttgomery, At- 
lanta And the southeast. 

8. The Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile, te Akron, 
where it mtersects the Alabama Great Southern. 

4. The Selma and Pensacola, forty miles fimish- 
ed, and the extension to be pushed. 

5. The Selma and New Orleans, owned by Selma 
capitalists, and control to be kept at home. 

6. The Selma and Cahaba Valley, which is to be 
finished by the land improvement company to its 
orebeds in tne Cahaba valley. 

7. The Atlanta and Selma road, whichis to run 
through newly discovered lands ofsteel magnetic 
ore, which are within twenty miles of Selma. 

THE CAHABA VALLEY. 

The Cahaba valley, which has iron, coal and 
maible enough to supply the world, forihe most 
part belongs to Selma capitalists, and all of it lies 
where it will have to be shipped out tothe world, 
whether in crude or manufactured state, from Sel- 
ma. It is needless to describe the wonderful de- 
posits of this valley, where marble bluffs of 300 feet 
may be seen, where iron may be turned over in 
solid chunks. and where coal is limitless. All this 
lies within from thirty-five to sixty miles of Selma, 
and will have tofind a market throngh this city. 
This alone would enhance values in Selma, 
but there are other contingencies which 
put her out of sight of other places. There are 
places with particular ores close at hand, but this is 
offset by the vast variety of material which has to 
be imported from a distance. Selma claims ana 
can degponstrate thatshe has equally as good if 
not better average supplies of everything needed. 
Not only can Selma get as good rates by rail onraw 
material, but shecan float it down the Coosa and 
the/Alabama from her own mines. Itis a knowl- 
edge of_this fact, and of these advantages, which 
has caused the Selma Land and Improvement 
companyjto decide on extensive manufactures. 
There will be erected in this city three furnaces. for 
the manufacture of iron. The company also pro 
pores to aid all enterprises of merit which’ persous 
from a distance want to establish. 

SOME INCIDENTS OF THE BOOM. 

“T tell you,” said Mr. Fowlkes, one of the men 
who has tagged his faith on one of the highest 
notches, “Alabama land is growing. The 
Cahaba .valley is beyond comprehension. 
The iron, the coal and the marble are there, and 
they must all come to Selma. In one year there 
will not be an acre of Coal land to be had for less 
than one hundred dollars an acre. Why,” said he, 
‘it is hard for people to believe their senses. At 
Calera there were a few fields belonging to a farm- 
er named Huckaba. One day Mr. Peter hap- 
pened out that way and viewed the land. Hesought 
out Huckaba fand ‘offered him a_little advance 
on the usual farm price. When the deeds were 
signed up, and |Huckaba had placed his moncy in 
his leathern pockethook, he could no longer retain 
his astonishment at Peter’s prodigality in paying 
so much for thelarnd. So venturing up to the pur 
chaser, Mr, Huckaba asked him, with a pitying 
yoice: 

“Say, Mr. Peter, what made you pay so much for 
that land,’”’ 

“**My friend,’ replied Mr. Peter, that 
worth eight hundred dollars an acie.’ 

“On another occasion, Mr. Peter bought a creek 
farm from a farmer near this city, paying what 
seemed to be a big price for it. The two men 
walked out over the ground, and coming 
up close to a ledge whieh 
overhung the creek, the farmer 
asked*him why he bought the land. Mr. Peter 
thereupon knocked a piece of the ledge, and show- 
ing it to the farmer, said: 

“This is some of the best iron I ever saw.” 

“Jron!’’ exclaimed the farmer, ‘‘why I’ve been 
Sitting on that rock for years fishing, and never 
knew that it was iron before.’’ 

A good story is told in this city which shows tha} 
while white men sel! too readily, there are negroes 
who stand on their rights. For years there has 
lived here a colored blacksmith named Stone. By 
industry he put away about eight hundred dollars, 
which he invested in an old field of twenty acres 
onjihe edee of town. A eouple of weeks ago 
he noticed several members of the syndi- 
cate staking off land around him. At last one of 
them approached Stone and offered him a price 
which it was supposed would paralyze him. 

“Oh, no, master,” answered Stone; “1 dun hear 
about dem shindicats, an’ I won'tsell to’um, Ef 
de lan’ is wuf dat much to dem it is wuf dat much 
to me.”’ 

At last the syndicate man reached the bid of a 
thousand collars an acre, and displayed twenty 
thousand Collais in crisp new treasury notes, but 
Stone could not be moved. He holds on to his 
twenty acres, which is in the choice corner Of 
the block. There are a dozen men in Selma 
today willing to pay him thirty thousand 
in cash for his holding, but he is still holding it 
for a rise 

Selma is built on the high side of the river. 
When the county opposite is under twenty feet of 
water, extending to the inland for miles, Selma is 
high and dry. The lands owned by the syndicate 
lie, on an average, twenty to fifty feet higher than 
the city, and afford fine views of the country 
roundabout. Much ot it wasentered in the syndi- 
cate at forty dollars an acre, and the highest was 
only one hundred and thirty dollars an acre. This 
land is worth more than that for farming purposes. 
A farm adjoining, owned by Mr. George 
D. Baker, consisting of one hundred and 
fifty acres, yielded last year one hundred and sixty 
bales of cotton. 

Runnirg through this land is the Summerville 
road—one of the finest drives in the United States. 
It is graded with gravel, which is well packed in, 
and for seven miles is as level as a parlor floor and 
as straight as a needi¢. It cost seven thousand 
dollars a mile to put itin this condition. It is pro- 
posed to still further extend it. 

Looking out from the midst of the abounding ad- 
vantages afforded the merchant, the machinist, 
the workipgman, and the capitalist, in the highly 
favored city of Selma, much isin the surrounding 
regions that is most alluring. In the neighboring 
rnral regions is greatly dfversitied, and hence ad- 
mirably adapted to all purposes of agriculture. 
horticulture and _florieulture, The efforts 
made in these different... directions have 
been erowned with the most tifying success. 
Market gardening has been tried only upon a 
limited scale, but with such results as indicate the 
profit that must attach to this branch of industry. 
Although the winter of 1853-4 was one of the most 
seve re ever experienced in this latitude, there wa 
to be seen in early spring a.seventy-five acre gar- 
den planted and cultivated by the Selma vegeta- 
ble company. Such is the character of the soil 
that it issucsceptible of a high degree of enrich- 
ment, and retains the fertilizers employed. Buta 
short distance beyond the city limits is a mammoth 
watermelon farm, embracing more than one hun 
dred acres. The sandy surface and the deep clay 
subsoil are admirably suited to the growth of this 
delicious fruit.

THE GATE CITY GUARD CERTAIN TO 
GO. 
—_——— ———__ -_-_ 
The King of Belgium Will Cordially Welcome the 
Georgia Boys- 80 Will the French Government 
A Trans-Atlantic Picnic—Incidents of 
the Appreachirg Trip, Ete, Etc. 


The visit of the Gate City Guard to Europe ‘ 


during the coming summer hasalready assumed 
a national character, as appears from the cor- 
respondence published below, between our goy- 
ernment and the Prince de Chinay, Belgign 
minister of foreign affairs, and M. Flourens, 
representiug the French government. The 
Prince de Chinay not only informs our Ameri- 
can minister at Brussels that permission is 
granted tothe Guard to visit Belgium armed 
and equipped, but that a most hearty welcome 
is reserved for them. This means everything. 

The French government makes a special re- 
quest of the state department at Washington 
to be informed of the exact date on which Cap- 
tain Burke and the Guard wil! reach France. 
What a world of significance is contained in 
these letters. There is no doubt that the cour- 
tesies that will be extended to the company in 
every country in Europe will be of a character 
becoming the representatives*of the citizen sol- 
diery of this nation, and nowhere in the union 
could a better representation be found than the 
Gate City Guard. 

The conception of this movement is worthy 
of Captain Burke, and his visit to Europe with 
the Guard will become historic, not only for the 
brilliant novelty and patriotism of the under- 
taking, but because the Gate City Guard will 
be the first military organization from this 
country that will have crossed the Atlantic 
ocean and marched on European soil. Though 
clad in the habiliments of war, the Guard will 
achieve a victory of peace, and a most enthusi- 
astic welcome from their own countrymen will 
meet them on their return to America. 

Of the many pleasing incidents of the tour 
will be the presentation of the company’s co!- 
ors to the cities of Paris and Brussels,‘as sou ve- 
nirs of the visit. This will bea graceful com- 
pliment and will no doubt be properly acknowl- 
edged on the part of the ‘recipients. 

The flags are made of silk and are of peculiar 
design, the stripes being blue and white, with 
a triangular shaped union of magenta colored

DEPARTMENT OF STATE, WASHINGTON, D. C.,, "Jan- 
vary 24, 1587.—His Excellency, John B. Gordon, 
Governor of Georgia, Atlanta, Ga.—Sir: With 
reference to previous correspondence concerning 
the proposed visit of the Gate City Guam to Europe, 
and referring particularly to my letter of the 3d 
inst, on th: subject, I now enclose, herewith, for 
your information copies of dispatches from our 
ministers at Paris and Brussels, from whichit will 
be seen that the governments of France and Bel- 
givum respectively have granted the authorization 
requested hy this department on behalf of the 
Gate City Guard.

5, 1887.—Sir: Referring to your No. 177 of December

stay in France, I have to say that the desire of this 
volunteer organization meets with no objection, 
and that’I am simply asked to communicate tothe 
French government the date of their arrival in 
France.

I shall be obliged to you to kindly inform me 
when the time comes of the exact date of the ar- 
rival of the Gate City Guard, of Atlanta. Please 
receive, etc,, etc., FLOURENS.

From these letters it will be seen that the 
warmest welcome is awaiting the company in 
Europe.

(2 Mississippi, Where He Meets Many Former 
Georgians— The Yazoo Fraud-— J+ ff-rson Davis's 
First Speech— Holly Springs acd Grena- 
da-— Oxford Coliege and Its Prof:ssor 

> 

I am in Mississippi now--a state whose 
geography I have never before studied without 
a book. I haye long wished to visit her or 
him or it or whatever the sex may be. Iknow 
that the other states are feminine but have 
not forgotten that Mississippi means the father 
of waters, but I reckon when theold gentleman 
quit making rivers and got upon the land he 
took the sex of mother earth, and so we must 
say “her.’”’ We Georgians feel very kindly 
towards this state, for it once was ours, and we 
“set her up” like a father gives off a patrimony 
to her child. I mentioned this with a paternal 
pride to wy old friend Major Harper, who lives 
near by, and he said: “Yes, yes; thatis so. I 
am an old Georgian. I came from Lincoln half a 
century ago, and I frequently mention old 
Geergia as our mother, even though she did 
try to play the ‘Injuns gift’ upon us.” ‘ How 
so?’ said 1. “Why, don’t you know,” said 
he, “that some of those Georgians got 
up that infamous Yazoo fraud and 
tried to steal a big slice of our state, after they 
had given ittous. That is what we boys used 
to call Injun gift—that is, to give a thing away 
and then steal it or take it back again.” 

Yes, of course I know about that, but my 
information isthattbat Yazoo fraud was very 
much exaggerated. The truth is, that some of 
the purest and best men of the state were en 
gaged in it—men who would have scorned aa 
unholy thing—but politics ran high and it was 
necessary to cry fraud with a loud voice, so as 
to kill off and bury afew men who were in 
somebcdy else’s way, and hence the great hue 
and cry about the Yazoo fraud. The measure 
was defeated, of course, and although it was 
not “per se’’ au iniquitous one, it became tainted 
by a distribution of some wl gy stock in order 
to secure votes and influenc 

I dropped. down from Grand Junction to 
Holly Springs one morning, and have been 
dropping down from town to town ever since. 
The Illinois Central splits the state in two 
from nortl. to south, and is a great corporation, 
but somehow I don’t like the name. It used to 
be the Mississippi Central and was buiit by this 
people, and when they were compeliel to sell 
out they ought to have kept the name if noth- 
ing else. It smacks 
dc minion, and is a perpetual reminder of our 
misfortunes. I wonder how those Illinois 
people would like to have one of their roads 
named the Mississippi Central. It is contrary 
to the fitness of things. 

Holly Springsis an old fashioned town of 
about 3,000 inhabitants. Before the war much 
wealth and refinement had its abode here, but 
now the wealth is largely diminished, and 
without iteven refinement has to struggle to 
maintain its prestige. The grand old aristoc- 
racy is passing away, aud this generation has 
buckled down to business. The background 
and support of this town is cotton, cotton 
grown chiefly by negroes. The merchants han- 
dle about 15,000 bales in a season, and out of 
it comes a thriving trade that greases all the 
wheels, and sustains schools and churches. If 
there is no money in cotton to the farmers, 
there is lots of it to the tradesmen. An old 
gentleman whose name is Tyler lives here; 
an octogenarian of splendid memories; an 
editor of fifty years’ experience and I felt like 
I was sitting at the feet of Gamaliel as he talk- 
ed to me of the ala antec bclunidays and away 
bac’ tc ine times of Judge Sharkey and 5S. 8. 
Prentiss and Henry S. Foote. He told of hear- 
ing Mr. Davis speak against Prentiss on the 
hustings when whigs and democrats were fight- 
ing for power. He said the democrats had 
tried in vain to get somebody to meet Mr. 
Prentiss and utterly failed until they called on 
Mr. Davis, who was then without 
any political prestige. His party and 
his friends were greatly gratified that he held 
his own and was not utterly demolished by the 
gifted orator. This gave Mr. Davis a send up- 
ward and was the beginnig of his political ca- 
reer. Mr. Tyler says he heard that speech. He 
says that Mrs. Davistold him afterwards she 
was greatly concerned and trembled for the 
consequences, That Mr. Davis was not gal- 
lantly dressed for the great occasion, and she 
purchased for him a pair of pants, and when 
he donned them they were so much too long 
she took them and cut them off several inches, 
and they were then too short. But he ap- 
peared in them anyhow, andas he towered up 
and strained his eloquence with uplifted arms 
the pants crawled nearly up to his knees, and 
she was dreadfully mortified. 

I met the venerable Judge Watson, another 
octogenearian of rare and rich memories, He 
was confederate senator from this state and 
was the intimate friend of our Ben Hill. He 
domiciled for a time in his family and loves to 
speak of him. Holly Springs isa town of abundant 
leisure for that class who love life more than 
they love money. They are not rich, but they 
are comfortable and the sweet pleasures of so- 
cial life are prized more than gold. The night 
I wasthere the young people gathered at the 
hotel for a musical festival,and it was a de- 
lightful treat to a wayfaring man who was afar 
from heme and family. The echoes of those 
sweet songs still follow me and I whisper, “Oh, 
music! what is it, and where does it dwell?” 

At Oxford I found the state university, an 
institution well officered and well endowed. I 
visited the beautiful grounds and went through 
the commuedicus buildings and saw the library 
and latoratories and other equipments, gall of 
which are well advanced with the require- 
ments of this advanced age. There isa com- 
manding dignity about the professors in a col- 
lege that always commands my reverence, and 
[ found it here. The students seemed to share 
in that dignity of deportment more than is 
usual. Indeed I have found Mississippi to be 
a proud old state. She has got no business 
boom like AlabamaAand she wouldn't bend her 
head thesmallest fraction ofan inch to have one 
Frect and conscious like her beloved chieftain, 
she lcoks up rather than down. She will sac- 
rifice everything rather than principle. Our 
Judge Longstreet was the first president of Ox- 
ford college. His kindred are there now. Sec- 
retary Lamar has his home there when he is 
at home, and he is the idol of the community. 
Jacob Thompson lived there too. His wife was 
occupying her beautiful home when General 
Logan invaded that beautiful town and took a 
fancy to her residence for his headquarters. 
He invited himselfand his staff to all the 
reors but one, and when he chose to leave he, 
too, became careless about fire and left the 
beautiful bome in ashes, and Mrs. Taompson 
a suitor for shelter and charity. As 
Judge Little said, “Let the Lord’s will 
be done.” I found a genial friend at Oxford — 
Dr. Little, who used to be our state geologist. 
He is the professor of geology in this college, 
but cannot find quite as many rocks to ¢ rush 
with his iittle bammer as be did in the hiils of 
of north Georgia. Oxford has a fine 
keck conntry to sustain her busines, and the 
liitic city is growiug and disp!ays to cle visitor 
many beautiiul homes with meodera adorn- 
ments. Now let me remark that I have long 
ol served thateven one greatand good man can 
give toneand character to a whole community 
and hisinfinence will mark the town fur a 
gencratiov. Take such men as Judge Wa son 
and G:rera! Featherstone and Mr. Tyler and 
Major Strickland at Holly Springs. Take Mr. 
Lemer and Mr. Skipwith and President Wheat 
at Oxford. Athens in Georgia, has not yet lost 
the power and influence which the presence 
and example of such men as Judge Lump‘in 
and the Cubbs and Dougherty and Dr. Church 
and Dr. Hoyt exerted there nearly half a csn- 
tury ago. Just so can one great and good 
mans influence p2rmeite a whole 
state and mould the principles. of the people. 
Jefierson Davis has done that in Mississippi. 
This people love him and honor him and look 
up to him and will be guided by him as long as 
be livee. Old confederates I meet everywhere 
and receive @ warm grasp from, their hands as 
they greet me with memories of marching 
through Georgia and fighting their retreat 
from Daitcn to sepeon pe 0 ang and falling 
back and bleeding at every

Water Valley isa town of 400 inhabitants 
avd considerable pretensions.

—the kind hearted gentleman who to tenderly 
nursed poor Walter Jackson, the son of our 
late chief justice. His lip quivered and his 
voice trembled as he recalled to me the meet- 


‘ing of father and son and he closed the sad 


recital by saying, “‘they are together now—yes 
they are together in heaven.” 

Grenada is a brave old town. It has survived 
fire and pestilence and the sword. There is 
not a building on the public square that was 
there three years ago. The terrible pestilence 
came here in ’78, and, as they say, about cleaned 
up the town. Whole families were swept out 
of existence. But aremnant was left and now 
here is a beautiful town of 3,000 inhabitants, 
with good schools and churches and abundant 
energy among her merchants. They boast of 
handling 18,000 bales of cotton and have a 
compress, and on Saturdays the streets are 
cloudy with negroes. General Walthall, who 
is United States senator, lives here and 
his people are as proud of i him 
as Oxford is of Lamar. Heisa pure man in 
all the relations of life, and the first man who 
stepped from private life to the national senate 
chamber. ‘This is his first office, and well does 
he fill it. His humble residence is in sight of 
me while I write—a comfortable cottage, with 
vines and evergreens abounding, and a long 
veranda that reminds me of my own, where 
I love to sitand smoke the pine of peace and 
tranquility. I have still more respect for him 
because he does not live in a palatial mansion. 
These are a good people in Grenada, and they 
are all the better for having one great and 
good man to look up to and reverence. Major 
Harper lives a few milesin the country and 
came in town to talk about Georgia. He is 
nearing the nineties and has no idea of depart- 
ing these coasts for many vear. A large, tall, 


massive frame, he rises promptly from his | 
chair, when excited, and throws his big, long | 


arms around as he says: “I tell you my friend 
Geo. M. Troup was a great hero. 
Wm. Wirt back down about those Indians, 
and he moved them in defiance of the 
injunction of the supreme court. at 
Washington.” Then he would pass on rapidly 
to Crawford and Dooly and Joe Henry Lump- 
kin and John Forsythe and all the notable 
men of that historic age. He seemed to think 
that I too lived away back there and would 
say: Don’t you remember when Toombs was 
but a boy, how he ledarebeliion in Franklin 
college, and old Moses Waddell expelled 
him, etc., etc. But I did not remember. 
Said he, ‘I was then a member of the Georgia 
educational board, and we voted money enough 
to educate Alex.

Yes, sir, 
it paid; it paid.” 

I leave Grenada today for Jackson, the capi- 
tal, where I shall make a violent assault upon 
the citadc] of their kindness and goed will, and 
take it if I can, BILL Arp.
